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Offered . Money, Job to 

Probe Witness— Klein 

An attorney said Wednesday 
that he has turned over to state 
and Jefferson Parish authorities 
a tape recording of what he call- 
ed an attempt to bribe a witness 
in the Kennedy assassination 
probe. 

Bprton Klein representing 
A yin Beauboue f. s a i d his 
client was offered $3,000 and a 
job if he < would “help sub- 
stantiate the. alleged plot” 
against President Kennedy. 

Klein said he turned the tape 
over to Jefferson Parish Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank H. Lang- 
ridge and Attorney General 
Jack P. F. Gremillion. 

The attorney said the offer to 
Beaubouef was made by mem- 
bers of the staff' of District At- 
torney Jim Garrison. 

Klein said Beaubouef had sign- 
ed an affadavit denying a brib- 
ery attempt “because of threats 
and coercion.” 

Garrison, asked to comment 
on Klein’s statements, said, “I| 
know about that: It’s not worth 
commenting on. The only im- 
portant thing is the truth:" 

Klein, speaking at a press 
conference, said Langridge 
was supplied a transcript of 
the tape because he has “ju- 
risdiction over the locale of 
the attempt,” However, Klein 
said he doubts that Langridge. 
is going to take any 'action 
“because he’s already had 
sufficient time.” 

“Beaubouef’s main concern at 
this time is for the safety of his 
family and himself, .and we 
have taken steps which we hope!
